The kingdom of heaven is likened un 
to a householder who early in the 
Durning hired laborers for his vine­ 
yard. who agreed to lalmr for ti penny 
u day. 
At tin* third, sixth, ninth aud 
eleventh hours In* hired other laborers 
ou condition that In* would pay them 
what was right. 
When Hie day’s work 
was done aud a settlement was made, 
“they received every man a penny.” 
The first hour laborers complained that 
they had been unjustly treated in that 
they received no more than those who 
had labored but one hour. 
But the 
householder insisted that he had paid 
them the bargained price for their la 
bor and claimed further the right to do 
as he pleased with Ids ow n. 
THE INTFHPRETAtVoN. 
This is conceded to be one of the 
most infHculi of Christ’s parables to 
understand and explain. 
It is annat ii 
ral and seems at least to be unjust un 
til 
understood. 
The householder is 
God. 
The vineyard is the church. The 
steward is Christ. 
The laborers are 
God’s servants in the church. 
Tho 
w ages are God’s final rewards when 
life’s day is done. 
But two questions 
Heed to lie answered: I. Whom do tho 
different laborers represent ? 
Whoever 
they may represent, they cannot repre­ 
sent the sam e persons at the different 
periods in their lives. 
Therefore there 
can be found here no encouragement 
to any one to put off serving God till 
lute in life with the hope of boing a> 
fully rewarded as if he had served 
God throughout his entire life. 
The 
laborers represent at 
least different 
persons called at different times in the 
church’s history and who responded to 
the first call. 
For instance, they may 
represent the Jews, who were call d 
first, and the gentiles or different pi 
rloils in the life of the church since 
Christ’s time. 
2. Why were all paid 
alike, since some v#irked longer than 
Others? The best explanation seem s to 
be that the difference resulted from the 
different spirit In which the labor was 
performed. 
The first laborers made a 
bargain. They were to get a penny for 
the day’s labor. 
They worked for 
w ages and lienee could not justly com­ 
plain. 
The others made no bargain. 
They were to receive what was right. 
They left the matter of pay entirely to 
the householder. 
They confided and 
trusted In him. They represent not the 
labor of the hirelings, but the labor of 
confidence and of love, which alw ays 
r e c e i v e s the greater reward. The hire 
lings received hireling wages. 
The 
confiding, trustful laborers were paid 
In the spirit In which they had labored. 
Can we wonder, therefore, that It was 
larger than the former?

THE PARABLE. 
T he kingdom of h e a v e n is likened un­ 
to a householder who early in the 
h o rn in g hired laborers for his vine­ 
yard. who agreed to lalxir for a penny 
u day. 
At the third, sixth, ninth and 
eleventh hours he hired other laborers 
on condition that he would pay them 
w hat was right. 
When the day s work 
was done aud a settlement was made, 
“they received every man a penny.” 
The first hour laborers complained that 
they had been unjustly treated in that 
they received no more than those who 
had labored but one hour. 
But the 
householder Insisted that he had paid 
them the bargained price for their la 
bor and claimed further the right to d<> 
as he pleased with his own.

T HE I N TI CI' R ETA I TO \ . 
This is conceded to be one of the 
most difficult of Christ’s parables to 
understand and explain. 
It is unnatu 
ral and seems at least to be unjust un 
til understood. 
The householder is 
God. 
The vineyard Is the church. The 
stew ard is Christ. 
The laborers are 
God's servants in the church. 
The 
wages nr** God's final rew ards when 
life's day Is done. 
But tw o questions 
Deed to be answ ered: 1. Whom do the 
different laborers represent? 
Whoever 
they may represent, they cannot repre­ 
sent tin* sam e persons at tin* different 
periods in their lives. 
Therefore there 
can lie found here no encouragement 
to any one to put off serving God till 
late in life with tin* hope of being as 
fully rew arded as If lie had served 
God throughout his entire life. 
The 
laborers represent at 
least different 
persons called at different times in tin* 
church's history and who responded to 
the first call. 
For instance, they may 
represent tin* Jews, who were call *d 
first, and tin* gentiles or different pe 
rlods in tin* life o f the church since 
C hrist’s time. 
2. Why were all paid 
alike, since some v#irked longer than 
others? The best explanation seems t«* 
be that the difference resulted from tin 
different spirit in which tin* labor was 
perform ed. 
The first laborers made a 
bargain. They were to get n penny for 
the day's labor. 
They 
worked for 
w ages and lienee eould not Justly com ­ 
plain. 
The others m ade no bargain. 
They were to receive what was right. 
They left the m atter of pay entirely to 
the householder. 
They confided and 
trusted In him. They represent not the 
labor of the hirelings, but the labor of 
confidence and of love, which alw ays 
receives the greater reward. 
The hire 
lings received hireling wages. 
The 
confiding, trustful laborers were paid 
In the spirit In which they had labored, 
f a n we wonder, therefore, that It was 
larger than the former?
